A little past history 
will explain the name 


While surveying an air route between Longreach 
and Darwin for the famousi/England-Australia air 
race in 1919, ex-Australian Flying)Corps ‘Lieuten- 
ants, Hudson Fysh and P, J. MeGinnis conceived 
the idea of establishing an aerial transport service to 
cover the vast lonely spaces of Northern Australia: 
The following year they met Sir Fergus McMaster, 
a well-known Queensland pastoralist, who helped 
them to form the Company) “Queensland and 
Northern Territory Aerial Services Ltd.” ‘This soon 
became known throughout the land as “QANTAS” 
It began the first regular air servicevin=Eastera 
Australia from Charleville to Cloncurry — a long 
distance of 577 miles for the small, slow, aeroplanes 
of those days. 











The services gradually expanded and in 1934 the 
operating Company was named “Qantas Empire 
Airways Limited”. The same year. QANTAS 
joined with Imperial Airways Limited (the fore- 
runner of British Overseas Airways Corporation) 
in inaugurating the great trunk route between 
Australia and England. The Kangaroo Route, as it 
is now called, is still successfully operated: by 
QANTAS in partnership with B.O.A.C 


In 1947, the Australian Gov- 
ernment bought the Company’s 
shares and announced that 
Qantas Empire Airways would 
be the chosen operator for the 
nation’s overseas air services— 
hence the slogan “Australia’s 
Overseas Airline”.

Qantas, realising the jet age in aviation is no longer a 
dream of the distant future, has already placed its 
order for seven American Boeing jet Stratoliners 
The first of these huge American airliners will be 
delivered to Qantas in May, 1959, and the last is 
scheduled for delivery in September of the same 
year. This will mean that Qantas will be the first 
non-American airline operator to put the Bocing 
707s into service. The Stratoliners will almost 
halve present travel time on Qantas routes. They 
cruise at an average speed of 550 m,p.h, and carry 
70 to 120 passengers. This will be a further step 
towards bringing Australia into closer contact with 
the other nations of the world.
